Wilson had been staying at the Alta 
Vista Hotel in this city for over a year, 
and left the hotel at 2:39 yesterday aft- 
ernoon on horseback. His only com- 
panion was a greyhound. 

About? o'clock last evening two well- 
known citizens of this place found the 
pody as they were driving in from their 
ranch and telephoned to the Coroner. 

Coroner Law and Under Sheriff Day- 
ton went to the scene of the shooting 
and found the body of Mr. Wilson lying 
at the side of the road fiat on his back 
The bullet had entered his head three 
inches back of the right ear and lodged 
under the left eye. 

Wilson's pet horse was standing by 
tis side and the big greyhound was still 
guarding the body, when the officers 
arrived. <A bullet wound on the right 
side of the horse's neck had caused 
as it: suffering to the animal.

Mr. and Mrs. Schultz and their two 
daughters, Elsie and Henrietta, 9 and 
12. years old, sleep on the third floor of 





the building. There are four rooms on 
the second floor, including the dining 
room and kitchen. 

Mrs. Schuitz said Monday to a report- 
er for the Post-Dispatch that she fell 
asleep at about 9 o’clock Sunday even- 
ing, and at 11:30 o’clock suddenly found 
herself wide awake. She listened intent- 
ly for a moment, she says, and called 
to her husbaid. When she received no 
answer she realized he had left the 
room. A moment later she heard what 
sounded like u dull crash, and supposed 
Mr. Schultz had stumbled ovér a stove 
in the lower ‘hall. 

The second floor was not li shted. In 
the dining room a low fire was burning. 
When Mrs, Schultz entered this room 
‘she says shie he: urd a low groan. 

“Carl; what are you doing in here?” 
she ~ called; and, receiving no answer, 
went to the corner of the’ room, where 
thr firelight outlined a figure in a rock- 
ing chair.: ran 

Ran Frantic Into the Street, 

Mrs. Schultzs scream brought Mrs. 
Sarah MecDermot. who rooms on the first 
floor of the house, to the room. When 
Mrs. McDermot learned the truth she 
ran barefooted and with only a, bath- 
robe about her into the snow and stood 
at the corner of Sarah and Olive streets, 
wringing her hands. and sobbing.. Her 
attire and distress attracted the. atten- 
tion of a large number of persons. Some 
of these summoned a policeman. and 
Dr. G. A. Jordan of 4167 Olive street. 

When -Dr.. Jordan reached the house 
Mr. Schultz was dead. 

Sergt.. St: John, who was the first‘ off- 
cer to reach the house, picked up the 


revolver. It belonged to Mr. Schultz and 
has been kept-in a drawer of a dresser 


in his. room. Sergt. St. John. made in- 
quiries as to any motive for suicide, but 
could not. find any other than illness 
from gastritis. If there was any other 
Mr. Schultz concealed it from his wife 
and family. 

Mr. Schultz was a member of the col]- 
lection firm of Schultz & Hyde, with 
offices in the Mermod.& Jaccard Build- 
ing. His income from this business had 
not been noticeably smaller of late, 

Wife Had Premonition. 

Mrs. Schultz said, after expressing her 
bewilderment at her husband's sudden 
act: 

‘“T think J must have been given a 
premonition of his death. His son, Wil- 
liam Carl Sehultz Jr., was here Sunday 
afternoon. He lives at 7500 Wise ave- 
nue, and as he works out there, does 
not get in to see us very often. 


“Carl said he did not know whether he 
would get to comp again before. next 
Sunday, and I told him he might have to 
come sooner than that. I felt afraid 
something dreadful was going to hap- 
pen. He said I mustn't worry about 
nothing, and Jeft. 

‘Sometimes Mr. Schultz suffered very 
acutely from gastritis He had been 
troubled with it several months. That is 
the only cause I can give for his killing 
himself.” 

The thee children are Mrs. Schultz's 
by a former marriage. She and Mr. 
Schultz were married 10 years ago. They 
have’ lived at the Olive street address 
two weeks. Prior to haf they lived at 
3315 Pine street.

meeting Sunday afternoon in Druid’s 
Hali, Ninth and Market streets. Under 
the leadership of Robert M. Wilson, and 
marshaled by four lieutenants, the mem- 
bers of the club started on their journey 
to the land where ‘‘lids’’ are unknown. 

This was the club’s announced reason 
for being—the long-cherished desire of 
its leaders to “lift the lid,’’ and this 
was the motto adopted for its future 
battles, whether political], social or eco- 
nomic. 

The “lid,” as understood by the club. 
is one of great diameter. It reguired 
three-quarters of an hour for James 
|! Allman, the club's secretary, to describe 
{ts length and breadth and height dnd 
to tell of things which lie beneath it. 
The discussion disclosed a great deal of 
hobo philosophy. 

The “lid,” according to the club, not 
}only covers the Sunday saloon, but the 
all vagrancy laws and all sumptuary 
laws were described as features of the 
‘lid.’ It’ will be the effort of the club 
to have all such laws abolished. 

The Community Club will also urge 
that hoboes should be allowed complete 
liberty of action, on the ground that 
they can be relied upon to do what is 
just and proper to themselves and so- 


ciety. 





Want Railroad Passes. 

Social and economic conditions which 
prevent hoboes from working when 
they please and loafing when they 
please, were described as features of 
the obnoxious ‘‘lid.”’ Hoboes should 
be provided with reduced rates by rall- 
way companies. They should not be 
required to spend a portion of their 
“stake,” or “peddle their kit’ or en- 
danger their lives riding on freight 
car bumbers or rods. Employment agen- 
cies, it was declared, should be abol- 
ished. Hoboes should have charge of 
the movement of labor from one sec- 
tion ta another, and the obtaining of 
employment for their fellow hoboes. 
The world should be made to feel the 
force of organized hobodom, and until 
that time the “‘lid’’ would not be re- 
moved. 

The solution of the problem of “‘lift- 
ing the lid’’ was what the club took 
upon itself Sunday. When the leaders 
appeared at 3 p. m. they had already 
organized the club and elected officers.

The club is intended by its organiz- 
ers as the nucleus from which organiza- 
tion shall grow until all hoboes in the 
United States shall be organized. It is 
proposed to make St. Louis hobo head- 
quarters for the world. Chicago will 
have a club or two, New York a fey, 
New Orleans and San Francisco one 
each, and every other city having 
enough hoboes will be organized. Thre 
head hoboes, residing in St. Louis, will 
control the floating labor supply of 
America. 

Unless the railroads 
transportation or reduced raies at the 
request of the head hoboes, they say, 
no hobo laborer will be permitted to do 
railroad construction work. All jobs in 
the country will be kept on record, and 
hoboes will be enabled to work when 
they please and avoid work when they 
are not in working humor. 

Political End Pianned.. 

The clubs in the cities will take care 
of the hoboes who apply. Hungry ho- 
boes will be given meal tickets at eat- 
ing places whose proprietors will vote 
in elections for the politicians named 
by the club. Through their po.lticai in- 
fnfluence of this kind, they hope, pol- 
iticians can be controlled and all va- 
grancy laws abolished. z

RT sales of magnitude began in 
America less than 20 years ago. 

The most notable of the early 

sales realized $405.821 for the Seney col- 
lection. An exhibition and sale which 
‘Was attended ‘by 10,000 persons the first 
day the collection was on view and by 
-more than a hundred thousand during 
“the entire. exhibition, was that of the 
Mary Jane Morgan collection, which 
brought in nearly $1,250,000. It was at 
this sale that record prices began to 
be fetched for foreign paintings, such 
as 345,000 for M. Jules Breton’s ‘The 
Communicants” and $25,000 for M. Vi- 
bert’s canvas, ‘‘The Missionary’s Story.” 
“The price brought for “The Communt- 
cants’ had a marked effect on the 
amount which M. Breton afterward set 
upon his paintings, and as for M. Vi- 
bert, the price at which ‘‘The Mission- 
ary’s Story’’ sold so enhanced the value 
- of his work that he entered from merely 
comfortable circumstances into an era 
of prosperity. Thus almost from the 
beginning Americen art activities began 
to affect the European picture market. 
It may be noted that at the Seney sale 
a Jules Breton ‘‘Evening in the Ham- 
let of Finistere”’ brought $18,200. which 
up to that time was the highest price 
-Obtained in this country for a _ single 
painting. Yet at the Morgan sale, only 
a@ year later the record went up 153 

per cent.

SORT of four-fiush artificial cleverness is the dominant note of ‘His 
Grace De Grammont,"’ the Clyde Fitch comedy in which Mr. Otis Skinner 
opened a week's engagement at the Century last night. The play is one 

in which Mr. Skinner was first seen about ten years ago, and, while entertain- 

ing in a manner, will doubtless be shelved for good and all when this excellent 
actor finds a vehicle better suited to his talents. 

The presentation of the play by Mr. Skinner and his company is better than 
the play itself, considering the work of the cast as a whole. .

VERBAL FIGHTERS 


Instead of Force to 
Win Strike.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Jan. &8.—The statement 
issued yesterday over the signature of 
William Green, president of the New 
York Typothetae, said that Typograph- 
ical Union No. 6 had not resorted to 
physical violence to enforce its demands 
in the fight waged between the Typo- 
thetae and the Bix Six. 

“A peculiar feature of this strike,’ he 
statement says, “is that the strikers, in- 
stead of resorting to violence, are buy- 
ing off our men with free memberships 
in the union, with strike pay of from $12 
to $15 a week without work, and, in 
some cases, with gifts of from $50 to $100 
in cash and transportation home. 

“The pickets follow up and accost the 
men who have taken their places in‘a 
courtly and gentlemanly way and en- 
deavor to point out to them by conver- 
sational methods the folly of their 
course, the superior advantages of un- 
ionism from their point of view and the 
benefits it conters. This, instead of 
arousing the ‘antagonism of the new- 
comer, often completely disarms him, 
and he falls an easy victim to their 
blandishments. 

‘When the strike started we hired a 
jot of guards to protect our men; we 
employed a corps of photographers to 
take pictures of pickets who might at- 
tack them and engaged a number of 
lawyers to be on hand to prosecute the 
strikers who might resort to violence. 
All tne money expended in these severa] 
directions has been wasted because orf 
the change in tactics made by the un- 
ion.” 

“So far as is concerned," 
commented Fresident McCormick of the 
Big Six, “every book and job shop here 
will be working on the eight-hour basis 
before the end of the week, with the 
possible exception of one establish- 
ment,” .

It is my opinion that it would 
he fnir.to give the people of the State 
the same riglt by counties as they now 
liave ‘by townships. villages and citios. 

I believe this oun. greatly benefit the 
people and would result in good to the 
cause of temperance. 


On Municipal Ownership. 


“While the disobeying of any law is 
demoralizing and degrading to a citizen 
or community, the disobeying of the 
Sunday laws is doubly so. Hence the 
so-called Sunday laws should be obeyed 
and enforced, not only in the country 
and in the small villages, but in the 
large towns and cities as well.
